Onthe {2id Munday Tune the 16. Sir Thomas Farr- 
fax lay before Leiceſter and ſent in a Summons tothe 
Towne, to require the Governour to ſurrender it to him 
for the uſe of the Parliament 3 and putting it ro them 
to conſider how the King was routed,and ſhewing them 
what uſe they might make of that Clemency, with di- 
vers other very gallant expreſſions to the ſummons, to 
advertiſe them how much better it was for them to ſur- 
render then to force him to take it by ſtorming. 

To this ſummons the Enemy ſent a negative An- 
ſwer, pofictvely this, that they would not ſurrender it ; 
whereupon Sir Thomas Fairfax called a Councell of 
Warre to conſult abour the Storming of it,which was 
ſoon concluded on 3 that they ſhould prepare all things 
in readineſſe to round ir the next day : which was done 
with all expedition not looſing any time. 

So they fell preſently to raifing of Batteries, and

 doingall things that were neceflary for the tormirg 


thereof according as they had appointed, and continued 
providing every thing that was requiſite for the doing 
thereof, to be in a readineſſe to batter it the next day, 
and ſent into rhe Country thereabouts for fuch helpes 
as were neceſſary for the worke , which went on with 
great ſpeed both night and day 3 ſo defirous wee are to 
bave a ſpecdy end of the worke that there may be anend 
of theſe warres if poſſible. 

On Tueſday the 17.th of Ze, wee drew downe our 
Ordnance and playd with our Picces againſt the Towre, 
we formed it playing with our Ordnance very hot on 
the Newarke fide, which we conceived was their greare i

ficergth > Andin ſhort time we made a breach.in their 
workes, which ſtrucke ſuch a terror into the hearts of 
the Enemy , that the Governour ſent ro us to deflrea 
Parley, and offred to ſurrender upon very faire termes ; 
£$.UP2A Capitulacion ſhould be agreed upon. 

To this requeſt ( Sir Thomas Farrfax being willing 
to ſave rhe ſpilling of innocent blood as much as may 
be ) he aſſen:ed:and promiſed ſpeedily to fend inCom- 
miſſi>vers for th> trexty,anJ called a Councell of warre 
and ir was agre:d that' Colionel Pickering, and. Collo- 
nel Rerſ-3ro29h ſhould 20-10to Leicester to treat with 
the Governour about the ſarrendring.the {aid Garriſon 
to. Sir Thom Fairfax, And accordingly a ſafe condut 
was deſired for them,which being fenr they went roCa- 
A with the Governour abqut the ſurrender there. 
of. 

{n the mcane times Sir Thom.u Farfax was not idle, 
nor did he looſe any rime 3 but went on providing and. 
furaiihing himſclie with Pittars, Carts, Hay, Grana- 
des, Ladcers, and all other things neceſſary for ſtorm: 
ing; relſolvingro fall on at their returne, in caſe that 
tiey ſhould not agree, not knowing how things-might 
fall our,during which timethere was both gre paynes 
and care take. by all in their places-for the going on in 
the ſayd worke. | 

Inrhe meane time we had Intelligence that the Kinz 
was on Muadav the 16 of 1«ne at Shefſre!d ; rhat he 
came from «A Þ4y dels zoauch thether with about 2000 
horſe, or more, the day before, Viz, Sunday night, an 
marched th.t morutng ( Viz, Munday mgrning? to 1 
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Randez vouſe neere Dadley Calle wherewith theL robe 
field, and Paudley horſe, and otters that come in to their 
Randez-vouſes,theKing had above 3009 hotſe as is con - 


jeaured by the Country people wiich ſaw chem. 


About 11 of the clocke on Murday-morning, they 
marched from thence to S:urbridge, whereher ki ſome 
more Hrſe came in, ſo thic in all it is conceived rhat 
hee is nigh 4000. Divers of which bee hath been f:ine 
tro rectuite with freſh Armes from Lichfeld, D ndley, 
2nd other Garriſons thereabouts., DT 

The Kinz it 15 believed will for Porcefer, and there 
joyne with what Forces Gerhard can releeve him with,

Io That all the Horſe (ſave onely thoſe excepted for the 
Officers aforeſaid) that are in the Garriſon ef Leicefter 
te deliveredup to Sir Thomas Fairfax, for the ſervice of 
the Parliament, 

11 That all the Officers and Souldiers have quarter

I2 Tbat all the Priſoxers of tWarre that are in Leice- 
ſter at the ſame time, bereltaſed and ſet free to ſerve the” 
Parliament, 

With theſe Articles the Commiſſioners returned to 
Sir Thomas F arrfax,certity ing further how ioyfull chat 
poore Towne of Lerceſier was at the hearing of the ſaid 
agrecment,and tbar they ſhould be rid of the Cavaliers. 

Thus you ſee the Lord doth wonderfully for us, above 
the reach of mins wiſdome., Truly we catinot but much. 
admire the goodneſle of Almighty God to us, in doing 
ſo great things for us, we cannot aſcribe it to any but to 


the hand of God Almighty,whois the Lord of Hoſts.
